In this case it was put f@ward 
by the Labor party and was a measure 
known as the “ women’s emancipation 
pill.” It was to allow women to hold 
any civil or judicial office, to allow 
them the same voting privileges as 
men, and to permit peeresses in their 
own right to sit in the house of lords. 


Opposed Bill at First. 


* The government announced its op- 


position to the bill when it was first 
introduced, but allowed it to pass 
through the first two readings and the 
committee without objection. A call 
to all government "nembers was sent 
out, however, for yesterday’s debate, 
with the announcement that the gov- 
ernment would vote to defeat the bill. 

Owing to the fact that Friday is the 
day for private members’ bills and 
also the beginning of the usual Eng- 
lish week-end, not many coalitionists 
answered the appeal, which was the 
principal reason for the government's 


It is significant, however, that, al- 
though twenty-two independent Liber- 
als, thirty-five Labbrites/ and two Irish 
Nationalists voted against the govern- 
ment, the latter’s defeat was really the 
result of forty-three coalition members 
going over to the opposition on this 
oceasion. Their defense was that the 
coalition election pledges them to re- 


move all existing inequalities of law be- 


tween men and women.“ 
Plan Another Measure. 

The government speakers admitted 
the necessity for a bill dealing with this 
question, but declared that the Labor 
partys measure was impracticable and 
unworkable, and that the government 
itself would introduce its own bill next 
week. 

But the opposition insisted on a divi- 
sion, and the result was greeted by 
Laborites with cries to the government 

of “Resign! Resign!” 

Bonar Law, the government leader of 
the house, who had come in to cast 
his vote, merely smiled and remained 
silent. Afterward, Adamson, leader of 
the Labor party, declared: “ This should 
be a lesson to the government—and to 
the country. If the country will back 
us up wecan do the same thing again 
and again. It is proof that the Labor 
party can do things by constitutional 
means.”

FEUD OUTFLARE 


Lexington, Ky., July 5.—[Special.]— 
Courtney Noble, 20, is dying in the 
Good Samaritan hospital here tonight 
of a wound received during an outbreak 
of a long standing feud in Breathitt 
county last night, during which he 
killed two men and wounded a third. 
Three more received gunshot wounds. 


The dead are: Green Fugate, 27, and 
Mahogany Fugate, 18, brothers, both 
of Breathitt county. Courtney Noble, 
his nephew, Beech Noble, Zach Neace, 
and Doner Neace were wounded. The 
dead Fugate brothers were buried in 
the same coffin late today. ' 

‘Noble’s brother-in-law, L. H. Watts, 
said: 

“Doner Neace was married Friday 
and a big dinner was being given at 
his home. The Noble boys, sworn ene- 
mies of the Fugates and the Neace 
family, were going to work. As they 
passed the two families giving the 
dinner invited the Noble boys in. Al- 
most as soon as they stepped inside 
the gate trouble started. 

Donner Neace came out of the house 
and began cursing Courtney Noble. | 
Noble protested, whereupon Neace shot | 
him in the abdomen. Green Fugate 
sent three bullets into Beech Noble's 
body. Courtney’s gun blazed and Green 
Fugate died almost instantly. Beech 
Noble rose on his elbow and opened 
fire on Zack Neace, who was coming 
out of the door with a shotgun. Neace 
was put out of the fight. 

“Mahogany Fugate appeared with a 
knife and started after Courtney Noble, 
who killed him and also wounded Doner 
Neace.” The feud began June 4, 1914. 
Breathitt county is in turmoil tonight.

Germany Could Stop Us. 

Under article 5, stipulating that de-

“The last paragraph of article 8,”

“ Persistent efforts are being made,” 
the foreword says, to cajole the pub- 
lic into the belief that the league of 
nations will prove an instrument for 
world peace, and its opponents nage 
deen denounced as preferring war, as 
trying to make political capital at the 
expense of the peace of the world, and 
as putting obstacles in the way of the 
future happiness of mankind. But 
take the peace cry away from the 
league advocates and there is nothing ' 
left on which to base their claims tor 
support of the covenant. 

Dominated by Powers. 

“The whole structure of the league 
is centered about the idea of compul- 
sion. Starting with a council of the 
representatives of nine states, really | 
domindted by three nations, or two, if 
the United States stays out, it is pro- 
posed to subjugate the rest of the 
world to its Will. 

“The covenant bristles with limita- 
tions and restrictions on independent 
nationalism that will prove a constant 

tation to countries accustomed to 
determine their own affairs free from 
foreign interference. Almost every 
article in the covenant, save those that 
deal purely with administrative rou- 
tine, has in it the essentials for the 
creation of friction likely to lead to 
war between nations; in fact, some 
of them not only tend to war, but | 
make war automatic and compulsory. 

Our Wars Affected Us. 

“ During our life as a nation we have 
not enjoyed uninterrupted peace. But 
the wars in which we have been en- 

gaged concerned issues directly affect- 
ing our national life and welfare. Any 
‘man who would have sugested that 
we rush into Asia to settle a contro- 
versy between China and Japan would 


have been branded as insane. It never | 


entered anybody’s head in 1904 that we 
should interfere by force in the Rus- 

sian-Japanese war. Yet each and every 
one of the old world conflicts that take 
place in the future is to be made ‘all 
matter of concern’ to the United

“A policy of Americanism means, 
that we go to war only to protect our 
country from foreign aggression. The 
policy of internationalism embodied in | 
the league means that we go to war to 
protect every other country on the 
face of the globe from foreign aggres- 
sion.

Section by Section. 

Under the title “ Americanism with 

eace or Internationalism with War,” 
ne pamphlet analyzes the covenant 
section by section. Under article 1. 
providing that two years’ notice must 
be given before withdrawing from the 
league, and that even then permission is | 
conditional and must be unanimous, it 
is asserted that the United States, once 
in, would be compelled to remain a 
member, “by international force of 
arms if necessary, if Japan, Greece, or 
Spain chose to make us do so,” and 
that “coercion from such sources 
would inevitably lead to war.” 

The statement suggests a new objec- 
tion to article 4, under which it 1 
provided that each member of the 
league shall have one vote in the as- 
sembly. 

“Here again,” it is argued, “is a 
fruitful source of irritation.

As shrewd, clever, careful, expedi- 
tious, industrious, well-traveled, brave, 
patient, devoted, observant and accu- 
rate a bird as there is, I suppose. 

The lovable bird, I call it. 

None can know the spirit of this 
bird but to love it. Their dear attach- 
ments to places, their trustfulness, 
their devotion to their young, and 
their loyalty to each other, aN move 


and their skill and foresightedness as 
engineers command your respect. 

It must be the witchery of their 
elusive gracefulness that makes young 
people and old people stand open- 
mouthed and motionless for quarter 
hours before Swallow Cliff in the Palos 
tract of the forest preserve.

New York, July 6. — The Cunard 
liner Mauretania arrived here today 
from Southampton, via Halifax, after 
debarking 184 officers and 3,494 troops, 
and a number of civilians, including 
the Right Hon. W. S. Massey, premier 
of New Zealand, the first signer of 
the peace treaty to reach Canada.

Nado, known as Prince Nado, said 
he and his compatriots were sent by 
the emperor of Abyssinia to present to 
the governments of Great Britain and 
the United States the emperor's con- 
gratulations on the consummation of 
peace. The mission will remain a few 
days in New York before going to 
Washington.

These are the days, when, 
in asking for favorable legislation, we 
call boxing an exhibition of skill. Why 
is it gameness to continue when hope- 
lessly beaten? : : 

Why not merely lack of good judg- 
ment? 


Few pugilists have been permanent- 
ly injured by the short quick knock- 
out.

The faults of the average house as 
it is built today are due to the fact 
that we are loath to free ourselves 
from building traditions despite rad- 
ical changes in our mode of life. We 
yearn for the appointments of man- 
sions rather than to be content with 
the accouterments of the honest cot- 
tage.

Much that has been said in regard 
to the house applies equally well to 
the garden. Let its style be deter- 
mined by locality. Formal gardens 
with neat hedges and direct paths are 
more and more appropriate as we ap- 
proach the conventionalities of city 
life. Leave the picturesque gardens 
to spacious, picturesque gurroundings. 
Winding paths and other features of 
the natural garden require to be close 
to nature.

HOUSEHOLD MEASUREMENTS. 
By Jane Eddington. 


HERE is an old saw to the effect 
that if you take care of the pen- 
nies the pounds (sterling) will 

4 take care of themselves. There 
is another to the effect that a wasteful 
woman may throw out the back win- 
dow by teaspoonfuls all that a man 
can bring in the front door on his back. 
We may pafaphrase another and say 
that legislation will help those who 
take care of their own teaspoonfuls. 
It is doing it, to some extent, for those 
who are too careless to help them- 
selves in the matter. 

One ot the ways to take care of 
spoonfuls is to be careful in all meas- 
urements. A person of long experi- 
encé once announced, with great as- 
surance and giving what seemed 
sound reasons, that the graduated 
glass measuring cup contained but 
fourteen tablespoons and that most 
aluminum cups graduated for house- 
hold measuring of quarters and thirds 
of cups had the same fault—the tin 
ones contained the sixteen table 
spoons, as all true half pint measures 
\noula. I am sorry to say that I took 
that person’s word as gospel, and I 
have announced what is undoubtedly 
false ahd, perhaps, with the same final- 


- ity. Iam ashamed and sorry, because 


in general I do try to prove any state 
ment before making it. 

In the days when our grandfathers 
took demijohns, ten quart pails, gal- 
lon jugs, and so forth, to the store for 
molasses, etc. our grandmothers 
measured flour, sugar, milk, etc., with 
coffee and tea cups. Yet they used 
stricken measures for saleratus; that 
ig, they mashed the lumps out of ak- 
ing soda, filled a spoon, and smoothed 
it off to level. When baking powder 
came into use home cooks grew care- 
less with teaspoons of it and often 
used one heaping, which is nearly 
three times a level teaspoonful. The 
actual cost of baking powder for a 
dozen muffins is small, but it is many 
times what the soda costs. é 

With the cooking schools came a 
graduated measuring cup. The drug · 
gists have had graduated measures, or 
“graduates” of a similar sort, for 
hundreds of years probably. Reasons 
why need not be dwelt upon, since 
most people know what a single drop— 


one-sixtieth of a teaspoon—may do. | 


If two tablespoons too much of flour 
half spoils a muffin batter it is rather 
important that our measuring cup 
shall not mislead us. a 

It seemed a pity that the glass meas- 
uring cup was not standard, because 
one could see through it and measure 
to a line. 
at times. But you will find in circular 
No. 55 of the bureau of standards, put 
out by the national department of 
commerce, having the title, “ Measure- 


ments for the Household,” a picture of 


a glass measuring cup, an aluminum 
cup, and a graduate or beaker con- 
taining four fluid ounces, while the 


“cups contain eight fluid ounces, 4S 


measures used in the kitchen. This 
fits roughly the idea that a pint is a 
pound the world around. The half cup 
in English measure is a gill. 

Accepting my graduated tin cup asa 
truth teller and the glass one as 9 
falsifier, I yet noted now and then, 
without getting excited over the fact, 
that when I p red a cupful of milk 
out of a pint bottle, say for white 
Sauce or other cooking, considerably 
less than a cup remained. : 

After the recent milk troubles I got 
excited about this. One and two-thirds 
cups of milk, instead of two cups, was 
all the pint milk bottle seemed to hold. 
The quart bottle should contain four 
Standard cups of milk, but, measured 
vith that lying cup, it contained only 
three and one-half cups. The half pint 


of milk contained only fourteen table- 


spoons, according to that cup. Yet 
each of these bottles had the contents 
quantity blown into the glass. 
must be right or the law would be 
after them. 


A vinegar bottle put out by one of 


th® most reliable of food manufactur- 
ers has a label: “One quart.” Per- 


haps the manufacturers can afford to 


give running over measure, for it con- 
tains almost four more tablespoons 
than will two pint milk bottles. If the 
person filling the milk bottles is care- 


less, when the measure is so close as 


it is in these containers, we may eas- 
ily pay for an extra pint of milk a 
If my lying cup had been 
rignt I would have been paying for an 
extra pint every eight days.

The recipes in the best cook books. 


of Scotland all have pints, Sills, 
pounds, and ounces, with sometimes 
teaspoonfuls and tablespoonfuls, for 
measurements. The books of England 
and Ireland have the same measure 
ments, but are more likely to say “ae 
piece of butter,” “a neck,” or a 
breast” or “a joint” of some meat, 
etc., while on the continent of Europe 
measurements are in grams, kilograms, 
or litres, decilitres, etc., for lquid 
measurements. 

Cook books gathered in half a doz- 
en countries of continental Europe 
would be of little use to me if I did 
not have a metric scale. It tips and 
balances to the prettiest of small quan- 
tities; in fact, to a gram, which is a 
little less than one-twenty-eighth of 
an ounce. 

But how many cooks will even use 
our 8 avoirdupois scale of 
pounds and ounces? Until they will 
we can have little hope that they will 
use the metric scale. Powerful influ- 
ences may compel its use in trade, and 
why not in the household? We are 
no more stupid than German women, 
and their recipes are marvels of exact 
metric measurements. 

Cooking has been one of the pro- 
fessions or arts on which has been 
hung the placard, especially in our 
country, “no experience required.” 
The inexperienced have nothing of 
technique, and téchnique mainly con- 
sists of care in minute details. The 
greatest of artists worked so long on 


.a picture after a person without know!- 


edge of technique considered his work 
complete that these two differences of 
point of view gave us the great say: 
ing: “Trifles make perfection, and 
perfection is no trifle.” 

The new cry, I believe, will not be 
one urging greater efficiency but great- 
er technique. Events of the war, fail- 
ures of greatest magnitude, have 
taught the need of technique. You 
may know all about anything, but un- 
less you have technique you cannot 
do it. We must first realize our lack 
of it and then we may learn. Work 
only seems hateful when we have not 
the technique, and this is truer of 
cooking than hundreds, who just cook, 
as they might draw pictures or play 
the piano, without technique, would 
believe. ‘ 

Care in measuring foods will un- 
doubtedly lead to work with many 
other details in their connection. This 
needs to be instilled as the little verses, 
like “Little drops of water, little grains 
of sand, make the mighty ocean and 
the solid Iand,” were instilled into the 
mind of the child of fifty years back. 
Little grams of flour, little drops of

To “frost” the mint sprigs, brush the 
leaves of each sprig lightly with beaten 
white of an egg, then sift powdered 
sugar over leaves. Allow them to dry 
in a cool place with the stems in cold 
water, before using them.

Lemonade. 

Prepare a sirup by boiling one cup 
of sugar and two cups of water to- 
gether fifteen minutes. Add one cup 
of lemon juice (discarding the seeds) 
and chill thoroughly.: Fill tall glasses 
two-thirds full of cracked ice and pour 
over the lemon mixture. Add a dash 
or two of ginger ale to each glass and 


serve at once. The lemon preparation 


may be turned while hot into sterilized 
fruit jars or bottles with patent stop- 
pers and stored in a cool place. When 
lemonade is richly made it may be 
used as the basis of innumerable 
punches and fruit cups. 

For orangeade prepare sirup as for 
lemonade. Using two cups of orange 
juice and one-half cup of lemon juice 
to each two cups of sugar and one cup 
of water.

If we may repeat a hope for the future it is that 
we may see Roosevelt road continued down 
turoiſn the state as a magniflcent highway to St. 
Louls. 

Roosevelt road is meaningful in the scheme of 
good things for Chicago. Saving the viaduct it is 
the first thing done and open to the public of the 
after-war improvement program. In this connec- 
tion no apology need be made for the boulevard 
link, a project requiring great preparation and 
tremendous labor. But even if it is not ready for 
use there is a magnificent prospect to be enjoyed 
from Chicago avenue looking south through what 
once was a maze of smokestacks but now is des- 
tined to be one of the world’s remarkable boule- 
vards. 

We hope that these gradations in the rise to 
municipal beautification will be spurs to continued 


effort; that; once started with substantial results, 


we will not fail to press the advantage. 

The advantage lies in the discovery that the im- 
provements, Roosevelt road and the boulevard link, 
to be specific, are real evidences of profit to the 
community. Many citizens think of bond issues 
as money going out; never take thought of the 
other end of the negotiation—that money invested 
in the beautification of Chicago is not merely a 
return to the individual owners of improved prop- 
erty but to the city at large as a better place to 
live in. 2 

There is much profit in a city fit for heroes to 
live in; not all poetry.

A “SUPREME COURT” OF THE 


RAILROADS. 
It is not difficult to understand the reasons which 
induce railroad officials to advocate at this time

state commerce commission. The commission per- 
formed, before the war, a great deal of valuable 
service for the public, but if we consider its record 
broadly we cannot escape the conclusion that it 
acted to repress and restrict rather than to 
encourage and develop our national transportation. 
system. The railroads are naturally not anxious to 
go back to the old conditions, 

President Ripley of the Santa Fé proposes that 
the final authority now reposing in the interstate | 
commerce commission be transferred to a new, 
body, a kind of supreme court of the railroads, 
consisting of three to five men, to be appointed 
by the president. This court would, in a sense, 
act as a referee between the commission and the 
railroads, and it would have the power to veto any 
proposal made by either side. | 

Mr. Ripley’s fundamental criticlsm of the inter- 
state commerce commission is that it assumed the 
function of both prosecutor and judge; it made the 
accusation, passed on the evidence, and then de- 
termined the penalty. He points out, also, the 
rather astonishing fact that the commission never 
had among its members either a railroad man, a 
business man, a shipper, or a farmer. Mr. Ripley 
believes that if the status of the proposed appeal 
body is put on. a basis similar to that of the Su- 
preme court both the railroads and the public 
would be given a means of protection, no matter 
what considerations might control the appointment 
of members of the interstate commerce commission. 
The commission might still act as a prosecutor, but 
not as court of last resort. 

Practically every advocate of the return of the 
roads to the private owners believes that certain 


ment control should be retained. Chief among 
these, perhaps, is freedom from the provisions of 
the antitrust laws which prevent the consolidation 
of competing systems and the pooling of traffic. 
But if the anti-trust laws are suspended in this re- 
spect it is certain that congress will Insist on a 
greater degree of government regulation than pre- 
vailed before the war. It haas, been urged that this 
could be accomplisned by increasing the powers of 
the interstate commerce commission. 

But merely to increase the powers of the com- 
mission as it was constituted before the war might 
simply intensify the evils which then existed. It 18 
this question of how to safeguard the powers of 
the regulatory body against abuse that constitutes 
one of the chief difficulties in our railroad problem. 
We think Mr. Ripley hag made an interesting and 
constructive suggestion; it certainly deserves the 
attention of all who hope that some rational solu- 
tion may be adopted.

At the time this is belng written it is 
uncertain whether prohibition is to go 


1. In any event the prohibition will not 
be long delayed. It may stand off for a 
while on one subterfuge or another, but 
those who oppose prohibition only multi- 
ply their troubles by seeking to interfere 
with the expressed will of the people. 

If, as they claim, prohibition fs unwise 
and not in accord with the continuing 
opinion of the country, the best policy 
for them is to allow the people to find out 
for themselves that they do not want it. 
Seeking to prevent the people from hav- 
ing their way by legal technical points 
raised by high priced lawyers and by 
propaganda through high priced pub- 
licity agents only makes the people more 
determined to get what they want or 
what they think they want. 

One of the claims made against prob. 
bition is that it will materially increase 
the use of opium and cocaine. The theo- 
retical basis of this contention is that the 
alcoholics are a neurotic lot, that they 
must have some form of drug, and if 
they cannot get whisky they will use 
morphine or cocaine. Dr. White of the 


ably, that the number of people who go 
crazy because of alcohol is small com- 
pared with the number who drink alcohol 
because they are crazy. ü 


He did not mean that every man who 
drank a glass of beer or a mint julep was 
crazy. What he meant was that the 
man “who is a good husband when he 
is sober,” the man who lips next door 
every hour or two and keeps a still on 
all the time,” the man “who has his 
periodical debauch,” the man who guz- 
zles beer every Saturday night and Sun- 
day —all men and women of these types 
are mentally unbalanced and many of 
them in time come to fit so poorly into 
society that they are called crazy. 

There is much basis for the opinion 
that the impulse to drink is a manifesta- 
tion of mental irregularity. If it could 
be assumed that prohibition would pro- 
hibit 100 per cent, then a considerable 
percentage of this group would take up 
opium and cocaine. But that is not th’ 
way it will work. It takes about thirty 
years’ theoretical prohibition to get the 
real article. During the interval the 
underground railroads work fairly effi- 
ciently for ten years, somewhat 
ciently for the next ten, and very halt- 
ingly for the last ten years. During the 
first ten years it will be easier to get al- 
coholic beverages from the boot legger 
than it is to get morphine or cocaine. 


The argument that federal prohibition 
will prohibit, although state prohibition 
has not done so, falls to the ground in 
the light of our experience with the sup- 
pression of the illegal traffic in opium 
during the four years of the Harrison 
act. I think we can assume that the 
man who must have his drink will get it 
about as easily under prohibition as the 
morphine addict now gets his morphine. 

If it were easy to get morphine and if 
prohibition worked 100 per cent perfect, 
I am sure that some of the neurotics de- 
prived of their alcohol would switch to 
narcotics. But as a practical proposi- 
tion things do not work out that way. 
Even assuming that they did, the argu- 
ment has never appealed to me, 

In effect it is hat's the use, these 
people are nuts and a pickied nut is less 
harmful than a doped one.“ I think the 
records will show that alcohol is the 
more destructive to health and morals. 
But even if that {s not true, the question 
arises, if the members of this group are 
abnormal mentally, what is the sense in 
splitting hairs as to whether they shall 
be encouraged to shoot out the right eye 
with one weapon or the left eye with an- 
other one. We do not waste much time 
in deciding what to do with children who 
are on the point of shooting out one eye 
one way or the other the other way. If 
they are so abnormal, why not refuse 
them both weapons and definitely recog- 
nize them as mentally incapable and 
treat them accordingly. , 


| But now coming back to the situation 


as it is, practically. Here is a man ac- 
customed to his alcoholic debauch. He 
cannot step next door and start off. He 
decides to take morphine. How is he go- 
ing to get it? He will wind up by find- 
ing that the one is about as easy to get 
as the other, and he will stick to what 
he has been using. <As time goes on 
getting the stuff becomes increasingly 
difficult to get, but at the same time get- 
ting narcotics will be increasingly di- 
cult. 

Then he will discover that his will 

power has been gradually growing 
stronger and his desire to drink has been 
gradually growing weaker. He will be 
ready to do without by the time the lines 
are drawn tight. Those whg are hope- 
less will die off year by year. In the 
meanwhile thé new generation will be 
coming on, with new customs and habits, 
They will not develop alcohol or mor- 
phine addiction as an outlet for their 
neurotic impulses. 
To my mind there is ground for the 
position taken by Lambert and others 
that drug habits are progressive. The 
progress being from cigarets to stronger 
tobacco, from milder alcohols to stronger 
alcohols, to opium, and finally to co- 
caine. In the long run we will mate- 
rially lessen the numbers of narcotic ad- 
dicts by breaking the alcoholic link in 
the chain. Almost in proportion as we 
decrease the use of alcohol will we in 
the long run decrease the use of opium 
and cécaine. So much for the theoretical 
or physiological basis for the contention 
that prohibition will increase the use of 
narcotics.

Recently the newspapers have carried 
many stories that prohibition had in- 
creased the use of narcotics in states 
where prohibition was in ferce. These 
statements were supposed to be ex- 
tracted from a report made by a special 
committee of investigation appointed in 
1918 by the secretary of the treasury. A 
study of that report fails to show a 
proper basis for the statements spread 
over the country widely. The report 
very frankly states that we have very 
little information as to the prevalence 
of drug habits in this country. About 
the only reports that I know of that 
have impressed me as giving very much 
information were thase made by Terry

ON DRUGS AND PROHIBITION 


in Tennessee in 1915, and some of the 
Néw York reports, 

Jacksonville, Fla., had a municipal or- 
dinance which required drug addicts to 
register. Tennessee had & state law 
along much the same lines. These laws 
were actively enforced for @ year or two 
at least and they gave some information 
of importance. With these exceptions, 
there is practically no basis for opinion 
on most of the phases of the drug ques- 
tion, 

The federal government knows the 
amount of narcotic drugs going through 
the custom house, the number licensed 
under the Harrison act, and such facts 
as are reported on by those licensed, 
and that is about all. They have opin- 
fons as to the illicit trade, but after all 
those are merely opinions. 

Now what basis is there in the repert 
for the statement that prohibition had 
increased the use of narcotics? A circu- 
lar letter of inquiry was sent to the 
chiefs of police of each of 1,268 cities 


having a population of more than 5,000, 


Of these, 888 replied giving information. 
Thirty-four replied that the use of drugs 
was on the increase, 287 that it was not. 


Of the 34 there were 8 who replied that 


they thought prohibition had helped to 
cause the increase. Of those reporting 
‘that the drug habit was decreasing, 11 
gave prohibition as one cause of the de- 
crease, 

A similar letter was sent to 3,023 health 
officers, and 777 replied giving some in- 
formation. Fourteen replied that the use 
of drugs was on the increase, 
3 reported that prohibition was a factor 
in the increase. Six hundred and twenty- 
sevén reported that the use of drugs was 
on the decrease. Of these, 8 reported 
that prohibition was a factor in the de- 
crease, 

Summarizing, 962 of the 4,286 Inquiries 
were answered. Of these, 48 gave it as 
their opinion that the use of drugs was 
increasing and 914 reported that it was

Most of 
the cities In dry states which report an 
increase in the use of drugs are places 
which have not been dry very long and 
in which the law is not very well en- 
forced, in all probability. 

Certainly a majority of the cities re- 
porting increase of drug addiction were 
wet.

The armistice was only a few months old when Lord 
Jellicoe published a stout volume exposing British naval 
unpreparedness at the beginning of the war, and now Lord 
french has entered the field, explaining with great circum- 
stance and detail the sins of omission and commission 
which were perpetrated by some of our most distinguished 
generals and statesmen in 1914 and part of 1915, when he 
was in supreme command in France. 
opinion is divided about the advisability of these revela- 
tions, but from the standpoint of the public interest they 
can de defended. If we are to learn from the lessons of the 
past, the sooner we discover what the lessons are the better 
for our health. The question is whether the British public 
will learn anything at all. The disclosures of Lord Jellicoe 
showed that at the opening of the naval campaign, and for 
a long time afterwards, the British navy was in a position 
of the greatest peril. Lord Jellicoe himself could not

It might have been supposed that a great storm would 
have arisen after these disclosures, followed by a searching 
inquiry and the condemnation of the culprits.

This is a strong reason, too, for fairness in public con- 
troversy is a virtue of great price; but at the same time, if 
there was bad management in 1914-15, it is to the public 
good that its causes should be brought to the light, and if 
itis true that Lord French is only presenting the case 
tor Himself, it is desirable not that he should be repressed, 
but that the “case” should be stated also for those whom 
he criticises, so that the’ public may have the facts before 
itand draw from them all the self-protection for the future 
that is possible. Publicity is often disagreeable, but it is 
the best known antidote to inefficiency.

ORD FRENCH’S main offensive is directed against 
L Lord Kitchener. There is, of course, a censure of 

Gen. Smith-Dorrien for having fought at Le Cateau 
duringsthe first great retreat instead of falling back, but 
when all is said and done this is a comparatively minor 
point of tactics. Gen. Smith-Dorrien cannot reply (unless 
he obtains a special dispensation), and Lord French's posi- 
tion is not strengthened by the fact that in his dispatch at 
the close of the retreat he spoke of this episode in very 


The case against Lord Kitchener is of a different order. 


_Itis a subject on which Lord French feels deeply, and there 


are many and varied counts in the indictment. One is that 
lord Kitchener went over to France in uniform and, by 
urtue of his seniority, attempted to interfere, over Lord 
French’s head, with the management of the British expe 
ditionary force. A second is that Lord Kitchener kept in 
his own hands the conduct of the northern British force 
which. was sent forward towards Antwerp, that he did not 
keep Lord French informed about it, and that Lord Erench 
actually did not even know whether the commander of this 
force was or was not under his command, and therefore 
had to ask him—a ridiculous position for a commander in 
chief. A third—and this is the chief of all—is that Lord 
Kitchener would not listen to Lord French’s repeated and: 
urgent demands for a plentiful supply of munitions and 
heavy guns at the end of 1914 and the beginning of the 
following year, but that, on the contrary, he believed that 
the British were wasting munitions and cut down their 
supplies to a level that was wholly inadequate to modern 
warfare, made it impossible for Lord French to carry out 
his plans, and was responsible for the heavy losses in the 
unhappy and unfruitful offensives of that time. 

In this last count Mr. Asquith also is involved, for he 
was the head of the government, which, according to Lord 
French, steadily refused, under the guidance of the war 
office, to mee: bis demands for shells and heavy guns. 
Now, it was Mr. Asquith who, in his famous Newcastle 
Speech in April, 1915, denied that the operations of the 
British army up to that time had been seriously hampered 
by lack of munitions. It is apparent now, after Lord

French's ost recent statements, why Mr. Asquith the 
other day spontaneously harked back to this Newcastle 
speech. He knew that Lord French would very shortly 
come to that period of the war and would refer to his 
grievances on the subject of munitions, so he decided to 
anticipate him. Said Mr. Asquith in his defense: 

“Before I left London I made the most careful inquiry 
of the highest military authority whether it was true that 
"mp to that date our operations had been crippled or seri- 
ously hampered by lack of munitions. I was assured by 
Lord Kitchener, who informed me that he had been the day 
before in London in direct personal communication with 
Sir John French, that that was not the case.” 

* 
R. ASQUITH thus puts the responsibility first on to 
Lord Kitchener and then (on Lord Kitchener's 
authority) on to Lord French himself. But obviously 
the whole stery has not yet been told. The question is 
whether Lord Kitchener ever brought before Mr. Asquith 
and the cabinet the repeated and urgent appeals of Lord 
‘French, or whether he kept them to himself and turned 
them down. It is quite possible that, with his passion for 
keeping innumerable affairs in his own hands, he never 
brought even this crucial question before the premier and 
the cabinet. 

It may be said, however, that one of the tests of a 
premier in war time is his capacity for learning, for insist- 
ing on knowing, the true position in all the great war 
ministries, and that if Mr, Asquith did not know of Lord 
French's apprehensions and demands, he ought to have 
known. And, of course, it is true that Mr. Asquith was dis- 
posed to allow his colleagues and subordinates a free rein 
and that he has not the vigilant, intrusive, and aggressive 
temperament which a strong war minister ought to possess. 

While Kitchener was war secretary there was no use 
for a general staff at home, because he insisted himself on 
being the general staff. But he was not contented to con- 
duct the war on its home side; he wanted also’ to conduct 
it (from Whitehall) in the field. For all his belief that the 
European war would last three years he envisaged it only 
as an enlarged Sudan campaign, which he could personally 
oversee from start to finish, and his action in directing the 
northern British force without reference to Lord French, 
and in proposing to take the fleld as Lord French’s senior 
officer, created a position which hny other commander in 
chief, no less than Lord French, would certainly have 
found intolerable. 


* 
UT the most serious of Lord French’s charges, of 
B course, is that relating to the supply of munitions, 
and on that head Lord Kitchener’s friends can, if 
they choose, make a telling reply. Lord French’s thesis 
is that if he had had more munitions he might have con- 
ducted a series of triumphant offensives in France. At 
the same time he lays stress on the foresight and energy 


then, gain great triumphs? Is there any record of failure 
more deadly than that of the French in Champagne in the 
autumn of 1915 and the Germans at Verdun in 1916? 

Lord Kitchener’s friends might well reply: “It is true 
that the war office did not provide the munitions that were 
asked for because it was impossible in the space of a few 
months to convert the industries of the country to war 
purposes and proceed at once to multiply the output. But 
in any event Lord Kitchener never believed that an offen- 
sive policy cOuld be conducted with any prospect of success 
in the early stages of the war. His policy was to husband 
the strength and resources of the British army until it had 
grown so powerful and well equipped as to offer a real 
prospect of resolving the trench warfare once and for all. 
He never believed in your policy of small and limited 
offensives, which in his opinion never could have any large 


west, whether conducted by British, French, or Germans, 
prove that he was right.” 


And so, in fact, they do. The offensives of 1915, 1916, 
and possibly 1917 were unfortunate enterprises begotten of 
a miscalculation of the strength of the enemy on the de- 
fensive, and conducted on a wrong method, which was 
abandoned by all sides in the decisive campaign of 1918. 

When Lord French. criticises Lord Kitchener unspar- 
ingly he invites criticism of his own policy during 
those costly attacks in the first stages of the war, and pos- | 
sibly it is not Lord Kitchener who on that ground of debate 
would come off second best.

might have denied womanhood. Females may flout the 
beauty of being born wearers ef skirts; women, never. 

Indeed the boot is on the masculine leg. It is a sad cor- 
rective for masculine presumption, masculine vanity, to 
realize that we are only tolerated. A few far-seeing males 
have known this; today the toleration is elevated to the 
dignity of a psychological system. Those long-haired, 
soft-eyed creatures, as Guy de Maupassant described them, 
are true critics of men, weighing us in scales that are mor- 
tifyingly candid, pardoning us when they love, but, after 
all, only allowing the lords of creation to kneel in humble 
attitudes before the feminine shrine. 

In the current phraseology, woman has “ found herself” 
—as if she were ever lost! She has also disco a pan- 
acea for irritated vanity and indigestion, a familiar combi- 
nation called in romances a broken heart: This prophy- 
lactic is art, and if intelligently employed misery flies 
forth through the window as music enters the door.

NCE, for sheer fun's sake, we made an imaginary 
classification of the music preferred by certain 
heroines of fiction, or music they might prefer, as 

many of them are confessedly tone deaf. Years ago Mr. 

Howells remarked this fact. Consider Clarissa Harlowe,

The theme fascinates. 

Think of the year 1800. Beethoven had -written some 
piano sonatas not well known abroad. In London town 
there were still harpsichords, and Mozart and Scarlatti 
were admired. The modern grand piano was a dream that 
nestled in the brain of Beethoven, himself a master of the 
grand manner, but tone as he conceived and produced 
it was almost unknown to his generation; a pearly touch, 
smooth scales, and a crisp style were affected by such 
women who could spare the time from their social duties 
to practice. The plano music of the eighteenth century 
is largely woman’s music, was written for women.

We 
catch glimpses of delicate faces with patches, powdered 
heads, dainty struttings, and courtly wooings. The grace 
ful minuette, lively courante, decorous allemande, stately 
sarabande, quaint gavotte, and tripping gigue—these and 
others with high colored titles enchanted our great-great- 
srandmothers. Nor was the note of the tragic missing. 
They enjoyed IL. Homicide and “The Fair Murdress,” 
and any number of pieces named after tears, anger, ca- 
price, sorrow, revenge, desire. Animals and the gods of 
Greece or Rome were quoted. Flanke by wax candles, 
with aspirants smirking at her side, fair woman played 
with genteel gravity and bewitching coquetry Scarlatti or 
Emmanuel Bach. For the love of art, of course, not miss- 
ing a glance at matrimonial possibilities. The keyboard 
then, as now, was a favorite weapon of feminine offense, 
Take down Browning from your shelf and read “ A Toccata 


of Galuppi’s.” 


T. Slant. Johann Bach, meets with little mention in 


the letters, diaries, or books of this epoch. That 

grim old forge-master of fugues could hardly have 
appealed to the dreams of fair women, even if they had 
‘been cognizant of the existence of the well tempered clavi- 
chord. More to their taste were Handel's suites, which 
though classical in character, are replete with attractive 
music.

B major operation. That it usually grows out of un- 
healthy conditions of the social organism is true, 
but it sometimes attacks nations whose economic struc- 
ture is about as healthy as we have so far achfeved in a 
fallible world. Finland, for example, was organized polit- 
ically and industrially on about as broad a basis of freedom 
and democracy as America. At the time we had our attack 
of bolshevism in 1918, and for several years before that, 
we had a parliamentary system, universal suffrage for 
men and women, a free press, and a people practically all 
of whom could read and write. There were no great in- 
equalities of wealth, we had an eight hour day in industry, 
wages were high, work was plenty, and collective bargain- 
ing between representatives of labor and capital was the 
rule. . 6 

Yet we had bolshevism and had it pretty bad. And we 
were forced to cure it by a major operation; in other words, 
by guns and soldiers. There was no other way out if the 
majority of the people wanted to be safe in the enjoyment 
of what they earned and their very lives. I must say that 
I think bolshevism in our country could not have occurred 
without the agitation and agitators that came from Russia, 
together with the thousands and thousands of Russian 
soldiers and sailors who were stationed in Finland. It 
was a definite and deliberate military movement of the 
Trotzky-Lenine régime in Russia, it was mainly directed by 
Russians, and though it camouflaged itself as a movement 
of the Finnish working people, nobody who opposed it 
was deceived. That it affected and infected thousands of 
our people is true—it was a madness, and it was conducted 
with the methods of madmen. ; 
There was just this natural basis for it, howéver—the 
food situation. We had little to eat in Finland in the time 
before bolshevism set in, and what we had was rationed 
very strictly. Nobody had quite enough to eat, capitalist 
or proletarian, because the food wasn't there. Yet this 


condition undoubtedly aroused discontent and gave an 


opportunity for the Reds to preach that the rich were 


eating all the food and starving the poor and that a revo- 


lution would equalize this situation. 
* 


T didn’t equalize ft, of course. In my own plant, for 
example, we had stores of food for the 2,000 workmen 
and their 8,000 dependents to last, with careful ration- 
ing, seven months. The Reds took over the plant, seized 
and divided this food, and it lasted them just three months. 


When the White Guard soldiers drove the Reds out at the 


end of this time there were not even potatoes left for seed, 
and we had to feed the women and children on oatmeal— 
very little of that—and a bread made of rye amd wood pulp, 
mostly wood pulp. They had used up seven months’ food 
in three months, and there was almost nothing left. 

There were similar experiences in hundreds of other 
plants, most of which suffered far more than ours. For 
the Reds were not content with using up th food; in the 
latter part of their régime they destroyed e factories, 
they burned the piers and wharves and railroad stations, 
they stri the shops’ of brass and electric fittings and 
copper and shipped them away to Russia, and they mur 
dered altogether some 2,500 noncombatants. Most of this 
frenay ocourred in the latter phase of their régime, when

OLSHEVISM is a malignant disease and its cure is a Can you deal with a thing like that as you can with a 


mild attack of labor trouble? It is true that if it runs its 
course it will eventually cure itself—but at what a cost? 
Industry prostrate, agriculture ruined, the structure of 
centuries to be built up anew. We did not wait for that 
in Finland; we took up arms and fought it, we performed 
that major operation. And though bolshevism in our 
country had not gone far in comparison to where it has 
gone in Russia, though we had but three months of it, 
and were fighting it with an army of the strongest capital- 
ists in the world—the small farmers who loved their) homes 
and their land and fought for them—it took us nine months 
to get back to normal once more. 


F we had let it alone, as millions of well meaning but > 
badly informed people throughout the world think 
should be done in Russia, it would have taken us not 

months but years. It will take Russia years to come back. 
And even if we assume that the let-alone policy is wise in 
theory, the fact is that the bolshevists will not let you 
alone. Theirs is a philosophy or obsession or lunacy or 
whatever you care to call it which must spread or die. A 
bolshevist nation cannot long endure in a world that is 
not bolshevist, and Lenine and Trotzky know it. Therefore “ 
they are trying to spread bolshevism by propaganda and 
the sword, mainly by the sword. The answer is the sword. 
Anti-bolshevik propaganda, or education, rather, is useful, 
but as ineffective alone against a militant creed like bol- 
shevism as it would be to stop a forest fire by reading the 
Beatitudes to it. 


Thousands of bolshevists were killed, it is true, but killed 
in battle, just as thousands of the White Guard were killed. 
But it is a lie that 60,000 bolshevists were executed after 
the fighting—a story I have met here often. There were 
scarcely more than that in the Red army, and 60 per cent 
of that army is now working again in our factories. The 
actual executions were lees than 150, and the number of 
men actually now in prison is perhaps 300. And these 
convictions were for offenses under the civil law, tried by 
the civil courts. The rest of the Reds captured by the 
White Guard were released on probation and returned to 
their homes. They are now part of the industrial army 
on which Finland depends for much of her prosperity and - 
present and future trade, and we feel that a working people 
who have tried bolshevism and learned its folly are immune 
to any such madness hereafter. Bolshevism is ended in 
our country, but we still face it on our borders, and we 
would like to push it back from our borders. We can do 
it; we will if we have allied support. I do not think I am 
violating any confidence in saying this. - 


I repeat that in my opinion military intervention is the 
answer to bolshevism in Russia. I believe in making the 
conditions of life for the worker as perfect as they can 
be made, but after my experience in Finland I am not ure 
that that will prevent bolshevism. It is a form of insanity, 
and the way to deal with insane persons is to sequester 
them where they cannot run amuck. A mildly insane 
person who thinks he is the Apostle Paul can be allowed 
te run loose. A homicidal maniac who imagines he has a 
mission to kill the mayor and burn the town mill should 
be put in a padded cell, and would be m any community.

HE study of the heavens reveals 
the true value of time sequences. 
In memory or traditions whole 
centuries can be lost or  tele- 
scoped into each other until the figures 
which stand out in relief are all seen 
on the same plane, even though their 
respective times were many years 


There is a story to be told about 
bow astronomy helped to solve a dif- 
problem, and _ inci- 
dentally it shows that ten centures can 
be lost in tradition without any one 
being the wiser, if the actual eras are 
not checked closely. It concerns the 
belief in those mythological creatures 
talled centaurs. : 

Where did the belief arise, and what 
were the circumstances? It is these 
things that the historians would like 
to know. 

At some time in the dim past the 


Be- 
ing unused to the sight of men on 
horseback, they supposed that the 
ange band were not human, but 
were creatures half man and half 
horse, and in time tradition evolved 
pictures of the mythical figures of 
centaurs. 

Up to this point the story is quite 
clear, But historians are curious to 
learn who the horsemen were, whom 
they attacked, and where they came 
from. Although the tale as it comes 
to us originated with the Greeks, who 
believed that there were centaurs in 
the mountain fastnesses of Thessaly, 
it ig certain that they did not in- 
vent it.

LL the world knows what the 

American army did when it was 
| finally organized as a separate 

unit. Their swift action in the 

Meuse-Argonne battle was a fit- 
ting climax to the exploits of the sin- 
gie divisions at Chateau Thierry and 
in Mangin’s counter offensive. 


The 26th of September Pershing 
began his attack. He was on difficult 
ground, thickly covered with woods 
and broken by declivities where the 
Germans had taken advantage of the 
lay of the land to fortify their posi- 
tions strongly. On the following day 
the Americans had gained over four 
miles, capturing 8,000 prisoners and 
700 cannon. Six days later they had 
driven the Germans out of their first 
two lines of defense and were attack - 
ing their third position. On the 2ist 
of October they took the fourth iine 
of the German defenses; on the 6th of 
November they passed the Meuse and 
on the 10th they entered Sedan, and 
the road to Metz was open to the allies. 
The Germans could hold out no longer. 
The great road from Lille to Metz, 
which supplied all their extensive 


tually does look a little like a centaur, 
and with some stretch of imagination, 
a prancing figure with a short bow 
and arrow drawn back can be made 
out.

The Egyptians, it is remembered, 
were literal in their pictures, and when 
they showed centaurs wearing conical 
hats and armed with short, thick bows, 
we may be sure that the original horse- 
men actually looked that way. From 
other statues and carvings it has been 
concluded that horsemen such as this 
must have been identified with the 
nomads who lived in the Persian or 
Armenian highlands near Mt. Ararat. 
The conical hat is a feature of the 
head dress of the priests of that coun- 
try to this day. The people who were 
attacked were the inhabitants of 
Mesopotamia. These plain. dwellers 
had considerable culture many thou- 
sands of years ago, and were able to 
write books and set down their experi- 
ences. 

The zodiacal figures all originated in 
Mesopotamia, Sagittarius among them, 
and were carried bodily into Egypt: 
and after long centuries were carved 
into the sky map at Denderah. The 
present day constellation of Centaurus 
was invented many centuries later, 
and it is in no way connected with 
Sagittarius. 

Sagittarius shines all evening during 
the summer. It crosses the southern 
sky following the Scorpion, and never 
gets far from the horizon. The Milky

The same German general staff that 
had from the first so carefully garbled 
their reports from the front had to 
admit in a communique the defeat 
which Pershing had inflicted on them. 


This army, raised in a few months, 
arrived in time to participate, not as 
an auxiliary force of the allies but on. 
its own responsibility, in a long and 
difficult battle, that of the Meuse-Ar - 
gonne. 


The Germans threw twenty-two di 
visions into this battle the 
Americans. Gen. Pershing had 580,000 
men on the fighting line, and 140,000 
casualties, which shows the importance 
of this decisive victory and the bold - 
ness with which the American defied 
death, 


I have talked with French soldiers 
who fought with the Americans. They 
are men of letters, careful observers, 
capable of expressing their impres- 
sions with exactitude. . 

They all admired the joy, the self- 
confidence, the good humor with which 
these sturdy lads, so recently arrived 
from America, advanced under fire. 
The crusaders of liberty attacked as 
though they were invulnerable, and 
when they fell never to rise again 
there was something about them that 
distinguished them from the other 
dying. 

“I don’t mean to say that they died 
in a different manner,” said one of 
these writer-soldiers. “ All soldiers die 
alike, and all the allies fought for the 
same just cause. But in those Ameri- 
can heroes ‘there Was a sort of amaze- 
ment and shock at dying, as though 
they felt it a great injustice, and this 
astonishment was reflected in their 
kindly, childlike eyes. Perhaps it was 
surprise at realizing that a citizen of a 
free country could die at the hands of 
a despotic monarchy’s automaton Sol- 
dier. Perhaps in his last gleams of 
consciousness he caught a glimpse of 
the absurdity of this old world in 
which the soldier of a republic that 
has no desire to conquer or enslave

Everywhere are evidences of this 
fact. The men who fought have come 
back unwilling to resume the unskilled 
jcbs they left.

INSTALLMENT VIII. 
UCH has been written to re 
count the story of this great 
battle [of the Marne] and doubt. 
less for the next century con. 
troversy will rage over the event and 
us results. 
at the opening of the battle, on the 
morning of September 6, the allied 
forces had to turn from the task of 
arranging defensive positions on the 
Geine. The Fifth French army and the 
British army had already fallen back 
@ose to that river in accordance with 
the general plan and the rear echelons 
of transport, etc., rested to the south 
of It. i 
Between September 6 and 12 the Ger- 
man army was driven back pell- men 
from the Seine to the Marne, a distance 


ol sixty-five miles, whilst the front 


extended from Paris to Verdun. Their 
losses in officers, men, prisoners, guns, 


machine guns and war materials were 


enormous. Most desperate battles were 
fought all along the line. 
Many different views have been put 
forward regarding the initial founda. 
tion upon which the Germans built up 
their strategic scheme for the invasion 
of France. It is not my purpose here 
to discuss them or to speculate upon 
what was actually in the minds of the 
Great General Staff when they act out 
upon this gigantic enterprise. What- 
ever the original conception may have 
been, I claim for the allies that its ful. 
filment was crushed forever and a day 
at the battle of the Marne. 
Germans Throw Away Chances. 
PLENDIDLY, however, as the al- 
lied armies fought; skilfully as 
each of the various corps and 
armies which were engaged sup- 
ported one another, it was the Cermans 


themselves who deliberately threw 


away whatever chance they ever had 
of securing a decisive victory. We 
have seen that so late as the morning 
of September 6, Joffre and I were stil] 
so certain that the German thrust was 
in full career that an advance by the 
Eritis army in an almost easterly 
direction was ordered and partially 
undertaken. y 

Yet at that time Von Klucks great 
advance“ had for some hours become 
& counter march in hurried “retreat.” 

Why this sudden change? 

Because he then discovered that his 


_ communications were about to be 


threatened on the Ourtg. Surely the 
most inexperienced of generals might 
have anticipated some such threat, 
and, further, might have realized that 
the line of the River Ourcq afforded 
him the most convenient and efficierit 
means of securing flank protection. It 
has been said by critics of the battle 
that had Manoury delayed his move- 
ment on the Ourcq Von Kluck would 
not have taken alarm. But when the 
German general first ordered the coun- 
ter march the French general had 
hardly recrossed the Marne. | 


The fact probably is that Von Kluck ' 


and his staff never really liked the 
tile which was forced upon them by 
the Great,General Staff and that they 
undertook their part in the battle with 
wavering minds and with their heads 
half turned round. 

When the allied armies look back to

For the British army I claim that 
we carried out the role assigned to 
us, and that our passages of the vari- 
ous river lines in face of great opposi- 
tion, and our unexpected appearance 
on the lines of retreat of the forces 
opposing the 5th and 6th armies were 
ne ‘decisive of the great re. 
sult. 
I am throwing my thoughts back 
and endeavoring to recall the mental 
atmosphere which surrounded me dur 
ing the two days of pursuit following 
the fighting on the Marne and during 
the early days of the battle of the 
Aisne, which I am now about to re 
count. 

I know that the predominant sentt- 
ments which ruled my mind were de- 
cidedly optimistic. . 

As I pointed out in the opening 
pages of this book, we had not even 
then grasped the true effect and bear- 
ing of the many new elements which 
had entered into the practice of mod- 
ern war. We fully believed we were 
driving the Germans back to the 
Meuse, if not to the Rhine, and all 
my cérrespondence and communica- 
tions at this time, with Joffre and 
the French generals most closely as- 
sociated with me, breathed the same 
spirit. 

In these first few days of this period 
of the war we were decidedly encour- 
aged by reports from other theatres. 
The Belgian army appeared to be well 
established in Antwerp, and a fine 
sortie, directed by the king of the 
Belgians, had considerable effect in 
scattering the German forces operat- 
ing there, and certainly delayed the 
movement of reinforcements which had 
been ordered south. 

The news from Russia was also not 
unfavorable.

First Jack Johnsons.“ 

OW EVER. we were destined to 
undergo another terrible disap- 
pointment. The lessons of war 
as it is today had to be rubbed 

fn by another dearly bought experience 
and in a hard and bitter school. 

The first surprise came when the 
“Jack Johnsons” began to fall. This 
Was a nickname given by the men 
I“ Black Marias was another] to a 
high explosive shell fired from eight- 
inch howitzers which had been brought 
down from the fortress of Maubeuge 
to support the German defensive posi- 
tion on the Aisne. They were our first 
experience of an artillery much heavier 
than our own. Although these guns 
caused considerable damage and many 
bad casualties, they never had any 
demoralizing effect upon our troops. 

As day by day the trench fighting 
developed and I came to realize more 
and more the much greater relative 
power which modern wgapons have 
given to the defense, ds new methods 
were adopted in the defensive use of 
machine guns, and as unfamiliar wea- 
pons in the shape of “ trench mortars” 
and “ bombs,” hand grenades, etc., be- 
gan to appear in the battlefield, so, 
day by day, I began dimly to appre 
hend what the future might have in 
store for us. |

The drastic process of education went The cavalry under Allenby did very 


steadily on, but still reports came 
Periodically from our aircraft, from 
our trenches and from the French on 
either flank that the enemy in front 
of us was “ weakening,” that [phan- 
tom] columns nad been seen marching 
north, eto. —and so the small, still 
voice of truth and reality, trying to 
Speak within me, remained faint and 
almost unheard. 

Presentlly came Maunoury’s great ef- 
fort to turn the German right flank. 
I witnessed one day of this fighting 
myself with Gen. Maunoury, and came 
back hopeful. Alas! these hopes were 
not fulfilled. Afterward we witnessed 
the stupendous efforts of De Castelnau 
and Foch, but all ended in the same 
trench, trench, trench! 


I finished my part in the battle of 
the Aisne, however, unconverted, and 
it required the further and more bitter 
lesson of my own failure in the north 
to pass the Lys river, during the last 
days of ber, to bring home to my 
mind a principle in warfare of today 
which I have held ever since, namely, 
that, given forces fairly equally 
matched, you can “ bend” but you can- 
not “ break” your enemy’s trench line, 


Everything which has happened in 


the war has borne out the truth of this 
view, and from the moment I grasped 
‘this great truth I never (failed to pro- 
claim it, although eventually I-suffered 
heavily for holding such opinions. 


The great feature of the pursuit on 
the llth was the capture by the 3d 
French army of all the artillery of a 
German corps. 

On the 12th my headquarters were 
moved ta Fere-en-Tardenois. Early in 
the day I joined Pulteney at some 
crossroads two miles south of Buzency 
Ls. e. of Soissons). The enemy was op- 
posing the passage of the Aisne to the 
6th French army all along its line 
westward from Soissons, and the 4th 
division held a position on the bridges 
southeast of Soissons to assist it. 


The banks of the Aisne are very pre- 
cipitous and our position on the 
heights gave us a wonderful view of the 
fighting. What astonished me was the 
volume of the fire. Between Soissons 
and Compeigne the river seemed ablaze, 
so intense was the artillery fire on 
both sides. 

I watched the action till about half- 
past one p. m., when the German ar- 
tillery, which had been very active 
all the morning at Montagne de Paris 
(south of Soissons) and other important 
points, withdrew north of the river. 
We saw large masses of transport and 
troops moving in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. 

At nightfall our Third corps was 
close to the Aisne, the bridges of which 


were destroyed. 


On my return to headquerters at 
night the reporting officer informed me 
that the Sixth French army had 
reached the Aisne after some opposi- 
tion, and that the French cavalry at 
the left were working round by Com- 
piégne and moving northeast to threat- 
en the German communications. 

The Fifth French army on our right 
was on the line Cormic-Reims-Verzy, 
the Eighteenth corps being thrown 
back on its left flank in touch with our 
right. 

A message from Joffre informed me 
that the Ninth: and Fourth French 
armies had both made considerable 
progress and driven back the enemy.

Allenby reported to me 
some excellent work done in the neigh- 
borhood of Braine, by the Queen’s Bays, 
assisted by Shaw’s Ninth brigade of 
the Third division (First battalion 
Northumberland Fusiliers, Fourth bat- 
talion Royal Fusiliers, First battalion 
Lincoln regiment, and First battalion 
Royal Scots Fusiliers). 


The First corps reached Vauxcéré 
and the Second corps Braine and neigh- 
borhood. Gough, with the Second cav- 
alry division, was at Chermizy.

Alsne Battle Begins. 

HUS, on the morning of Sept. 13, 

the day on which the battle of the 

Aisne really opened, the British 

army was in position south of 
that river in its course between Sois- 
sons on the west and Bourg on the 
east, with outposts on the river. 


Now as to the ground over which the 
British army fought. The Aisne val- 
ley runs generally east and west and 
consists of a flat bottomed depression, 
of width varying from half a mile to 
two miles, down which the river fol- 
lows a winding course to the west, at 
some points near the southern slopes 
of the valley and at others near the 
northern. The high ground, both on 
the north and south of the river, is 
approximately 400 feet above the bot- 
tom of the valley itself, which is 
broken into numerous rounded spurs 
and reéntrants. The most prominent 
of the former are the Chivres spur on 
the right bank and the Sermoise spur 
on the left. 

Near the latter place the general 
plateau on the south is divided by a 
subsidiary valley of much the same 
character, down which the small river 


- Vesle flows to the main stream near 


Sermoise. The slopes of the plateau 
overlooking the Aisne on the north 
and south are of varying steepness and 
are covered with numerous patches of 
wood, which also stretch upward and 
backward over the edge on to the top 
of the high ground. There are several 
smail towns and villages dotted about 
in the valley itself and along its sides, 
the chief of which is the town of Sois- 
sons. if 

The position held by the enemy was 
a very strong one, either for a delay- 
ing action or for a defensive battle. 
One of its chief military characteristics 
is that from the high ground on nei- 
ther side can the top of the plateau 
on the other side be seen except in 
smal! stretches. This is chiefly due to 
the woods on the edges of the slopes. 
Another important point is that all the 
bridges are under either direct or high 
angle artillery fire. 

The general lay and contour of the 
ground in the region over which the 
British army fought at the battle of 
the Aisne are deeply impressed on my 
memory.” — 

Rolling downs of considerable alti- 
tude characterize the country over 
which the approaches to the river 
from the south lead, while the banks 
of the river itself, especially at the 
south, are wooded, precipitate, and 
rocky. Thus was I able to secure 
many posts of observation, which en 
abled me to compass a much greater 
personal survey of the fighting than in 
any other terrain over which we 
fought.

Is Newest Idea 
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BY HIGH SPEED. 

spite of the insistence of motor 

ear manufacturers and service men 

on the vital importance of lubrica- 

cation as it affects the life of the 

vehicle, It is doubtful if the average car 

gets all that it really needs in this 
connection. 

Nor is the reason far to seek; we 
pave upward of 1,000,000 new car own- 
ers in this country every year and 
they must learn the lessons that the 
preceding motoring generation has 


come to take as a matter of course. |. 


Further, we are learning all the time 
in every branch of the automobile in- 
dustry and the science of lubrication is 
constantly developing. 

So it is that the wise motorist reads 
all that he can find in regard to lubri- 
cation, and here are a few suggestions 
that may help him: 


To begin with, let us address a few. 
words to car owners who are still using 
grease in the transmission. Oil is the 
proper lubricant for the gearset. The 


gear teeth cut.a path through the heav- 


jer lubricant and then proceed to re- 
yolve in thin air, to their great detri- 
ment. In addition, grease has the un- 
fortunate characteristic of carrying 
drt and foreign matter of any kind 
(nto the gears or wherever else it may 


de used. 


In cold weather grease is simply im- 
pissible. After the gearset has been 
jn operation for a short time the grease 
beomes packed against the walls of 
the housing and the gears themselves 
get no lubrication. whatever. 

So make this your first lubrication 
law. Use transmission oil of the proper 
grade in this part of the mechanism. 

Net many years ago grease cups 
were used in all parts of the mechan- 
ism for lubricating bearings, etc. New 
grease is not the best lubricant for this 
ea tion, because it has a characteristic 
of getting hard in the cup, so that the 

tter cannot be properly turned down, 
hence that part does not get adequate 
lubrication. 

It is for this reason that more and 
more cars every year are being fitted 


with oil cups in many locations, though 


the familiar grease receptacle still per- 
gists on many parts of even the best 
ears. The ownd@r who really under- 
stands his car ki. ws without being told 
mat oll is better than grease, but per- 
haps he does not know that if he so de- 
sires he can substitute oil cups for the 
grease variety. 
Within the last year or so a number 
of yery ingenious oil cups have been 
placed on the market, embodying. sys- 
tems of gradual feed whereby the oil 
is permitted to leak out gradually in- 
stead of running away in a single day 
as used to be the case.

slow flow of oil, while others have what 
are known as wick feeds, wherein a 


wick picks up the oil from the cup 


and allows it to reach the part to be 


lubricated gradually. 

Some of these cups need replenish- 
ment only once or twice in a running 
season. Another advantage of the 
wick feed is that, since it operates by 
capillary attraction; it does not carry 
dirt or foreign matter ta the bearing 
surface, even if it is present in the cup. 
As a matter of fact the wick feed cup 
is probably the nearest thing to hav- 
ing the parts running in oil. 


Naturally the different parts of the 
mechanism requtre different grades of 
lubricants, or better say eils. For the 
gearset, differential and rear avle a 
heavy oil is the proper lubricant. Other 
parts of the mechanism do better on 
the ordinary cylinder oil. For the av- 
erage car two grades of oil will prac- 
tically take care of the entire mechan- 
ism. 

It has always been customary to lu- 
bricate universal joints by means of 
grease or graphite, simply because of 
the difficulty of keeping oll in the hous- 
ing of the joint. The universals move 
with, tremendous rapidity when the 
mechanism is in operation and they 
need very efficient lubrication. 


Recently it has been found possible 
to lubricate the universal joints by 
means of oil fed through wicks. In 
many cases this c'unge in the lubri- 
cation of the universal would necessi- 
tate redesign of the part, an expense 
that the manufacturer is loath to incur. 
In some instances the car owner can 
have this change made on his own car, 
and it will certainly be to the advan- 
tage of his vehicle’s operation, 

Before we leave the subject of wick- 
oiling it might be well to call attention 
to the economy of this method. The 
wick draws the oll from the cup slowly 
and distributes it evenly over the whole 
surface to be lubricated. There is no 
waste. A well designed wick feed oil 
cup will need replenishing only once 
or twice in a season.

For the up- 
holstery a little linseed oll on a piece 
of cloth rubbed over it will work won-

A When the University of Michi- 


Ubited States, if not in the world, 
ll we\available. Within the month 
the board of regents of the university 
has prdvided for tne establishment of 
such a laboratury, and has mave an 
appropriation of $19,000 for its equip- 
ment with the most complete and up 
to the minute apparatus. 
The ‘aboratory provided is a tem- 
er one—a structure 60 by 180 feet 
“a relic of the S. A. T. C. days of last 
fall. It will answer the immediate 
needs of the work, and in time will 


. give way to a permanent building.

“This laboratory will make possible 


the establishment of research and de- 
velopment work covering Söperative 
service for inventors, engineers, man- 
ufacturers, and the public. With the 
new and old laboratories combined op- 
portunity will be afforded for a cer- 


tain amount of continuous, directed in- 


vestigation, through the establishment 
of fellowships, 

As Michigan is by far the largest 
producer of automobiles and automo- 
bile equipment in the United States, 
the particular location of the univer- 
sity and its laboratory is in the stra- 
tegic center of the automobile industry 
in the midwest, with Jackson, Lansing, 
Flint, Ponties, Derreit, Toledo, O., and 
indianapolis, Ind., the cities in which 
the lion’s snare of cars are man :ifac- 
tured, all within a day’s distance. 


With the new laboratories the wni- 
versity can act as a clearing hovse 
for the industry and the public, in the 
matter of testing out and reporting 
upon new equipment, accessories, units 
or complete vehicles. It is plarned to 
install two complete dynamometers for 
engines and accessory testing, and also 
a complete chassis testing equipment 
for the determina.ion of car efliciuncy 
and fuel efficiency.

Little Novelty in 
Good Roads Work; 
It’s an Old Story 


ly a modern science, according 

to an automobile enthusiast at- 

taghed to one of the govern- 
ment departments at Washington. 

“The earliest systematic road mak- 
ing is credited to the Carthaginians,” 
says tnis official, “but the greatest 
road builders of ancient times were 
the Romans. 

“In general Roman roads were built 
in straight lines, regardless of ordi- 
nary grades and were paved deeply, 
the several layers of stone and con- 
crete sometimes being three feet in 
thickness. The Appian way, built in 
312 B. C., is the earliest notable piece 
of permanent road work. It still is 
an excellent highway. 

France appears to have been the 
leader in modern road construction. 
In 1556 a stone road fifteen feet wide 
was built from Paris to Orleans, with 
about twenty feet of unpaved public 
way on each side. In 1776 Tresaguet, 
a French engineer, had evolved a sys- 
tem of improved road construction sim- 
ilar to that widely used today through- 
out the world, 

“On an ea foundation parallel 
with and about ten inches below the 
surface of the proposed road Tresa- 
guet laid large stones on edge and 
covered them with a layer of smaller 
stones with theif top surface smoothed 
as much as possible. On top of this 
he put on a third layer of hard stones
